Manila, June 5—Two battalions of 


the Washington troops, under Colonel 
Whalley, were towed from Pasig to 
Moren 
Sunday and 
landed under 


cover of the fire of the Tin dads. The 
rebels, entrenched were badly driven, 
losing nine killed and five wounded. 
The troops took the town, the rebels 
fleeing to the hills. 


New Philippine Jlovement. 


Manila, June 5.—Tne position rff the 


American troops indicates that they 
will sweep the peninsula of Morong, 
the land projecting to the south into 
Laguna de Bay, where the insurgents 
are supposed to have a large force, near 
the town-of Morong, as well as the bat- 
tery on the western shore of the penin- 
sula, which (recently smashed the pro- 
peller of the gunboat Napiden. 


General Hall is marching from An- 


tipolo, about six and a half miles north- 
west of Morong, toward the peninsula, 
with his forces spread out to cover a 
large section. Colonel Truman, with the 
'First North Dakota regiment and the 
Twelfth infantry, is advancing along the 
coast of the lake from Taytay, incfdent- 
ally clearing several small towns; while 
Colonel Wholley, with the First Wash- 
ington regiment, has landed on the 
peninsula above the town of Morong. 
The army gunboats Napidan, Covadonga 
and Oeste are in a position to co-operate. 


General Hall's column, in the move- 


ment upon the Morongr peninsula, com- 
pleted a circuit of 20 miles over rpugh 
and mountainous countryj»«3ia.ving two 
engagements with the insurgents, one 
of them severe, and keeping up an al- 
most constant fire against the scattered 
bands of rebels for nearly^4'hours, from 
4 o'clock Saturday morning, when the 
column left the pumping station. 


The Filipinos were driven In every 


direction, and the country through 
which General Hale parsed was pretty 
thoroughly cleared. 
At 10 o'clock Sun- 


day morning, the column reached a 
point a few miles from Taytay, where 
General Hall was met by General Law- 
ton, who had already entered! the town 
and found it deserted. 


General Bale's objective point was 


Antipolo, 10 miles off, and there was 
desultory firing all along the line of 
march. 
The gunboats could be heard 


shelling the hills in advance of the col- 
umn. 


The column, after driving the rebels 


from the foothills near Maria Chino 
about noon Saturday, with a loss of but 
two or three slightly wounded, pro- 
ceeded with all possible haste toward 
Laguna De Bay, the Fourth cavalry in 
the lead, the Oregon regiment next, and 
the Fourth infantry last. 
At 5 o'clock 


these three regiments fought their sec- 
ond battle of the d'ay, and it resulted, 
like the first, in the complete routys of a 
large Filipino force located in the moun- 
tains and having every advantage of 
position. 
In this fight the American 


loss was four killed—three of the Fourth 
cavalry and one Oregonian, and about 
15 wounded. The Filipino loss could not 
be ascertained, but the terrifie'fire which 
the Americans poured into them for half 
an hour must have inflicted severe-pun- 
ishment. In this engagement our troops 
made one of the most gallant charges 
of the war, and the enemy was forced 
to flee in the greatest disorder. 


It was the intention to press on to 


Antipolo Saturday night, but this was 
found impossible, owing to the two 
fights and the constant marching for 
more than 12 hours, with nothing to eat 
since morning and no supply train in 
sight. 
The troops', moreover, suffered 


from the intense heat, many being pros- 
trated, and all greatly exhausted, con- 
sequently they bivouacked for the night 
on the second battlefield. 


The cavalry, the Oregonians and two 


companies of the Fourth infantry ha<3 
just crossed a small creek; about 5 
o'clock Saturday afternoon, and en- 
tered upon a sunken road, from which 
they were emerging upon a small valley 
surrounded on all sides by high hills and 
heavily wooded hllla, when the rebels, 
concealed in the mountains on the three 
sides of the plain, opened'a hot fire, and 
sent showers of bullefs into the ranks of 
the Americans. 
The latter deployed 


immediately in three directions. 


Then followed a charge across the rice 


fields and ditches and up the hillsides. 


The Fourth cavalry, being in front, 


suffered the severest loss when 'the at- 
tack opened, two of their killed being 
sergeants and the other a private. The 
Oregon!an killed was a private. 


The natives were unable to stand the 


Vigorous firing qf the' Americans long 
and, 
at the first sign of their wavering, 


the cavalry, Oregonfans and Fourth in- 
fantrymen broke into wild cheera and 
charged still faster up the hillsides, 
pouring in volley after volley until the 
enemy left the places whrre they were 
partially concealed by the thicket, fled 
over the summit In the wildest con- 
fusion and disappeared in the surround- 
ing valleys. 
. 


After the fight was over the flrlnc waa 


continued by the Americans for over an 
hour In clearing out th? bush .ntf driv- 
ing away strangling Filipino*.

Mrs. Charles G. Sanford, Mrs. B. Lent 
Allen. Miss Millicent Ford and Miss 
Idaletta Ford, F. C. Severance and his 
attorney, Clarence M. Smith, one wit- 
ness, Mrs. Benjamin Bradshaw, J. A. 
Rice of North Adams, a member of the 
•tateTioard of pharmacy. C. G. Sanford 
•was chairman of the meeting". 


Mr. Rice read the different petitions 


which had been sent to the state board 
of pharmacy, and also read the law 
governing the druggist or sixth class li- 
cense. He said that he was not present 
to spe-ak in behalf of either side bnt 
that he was present to read the peti- 
tions which had bees sent to the board 
of pharmacy by request of the ladies. 


The first evidence which the W. C. T. 


II. presented w as a letter from Mrs. A. 
E. Hail stating that sh* had warned 
Mr. Severance against selling to habi- 
tual drinkers. Mr. Severance said m 
reply to Mrs. Hall's letter that he had 
received one letter from Mrs. Hall and 
that he had by Mr. Sanford's sugges- 
tion called on Mrs. Hall and that he had 
offered to confer with her. He said that 
he promised that if she would at any 
time send in names to him of people 
;whorn she thlought should not be sold to 
and he would put their names on the 
book and refuse to sell them, liquor in 
the future, but no names had been pre- 
sented and that he had not heard from 
Mrs. Hall but that one time.

Mr. Severance denied this 
charge also.

St was not understood that they should 
appear before the selectmen to prove 
these charges but would be willing to 
do so before court of necessary; that 
their object was to present these com- 
plaints, which they believe to bs true, 
before the selectmen and as Christian, 
workers, representing the best element 
in town, do all in their power to per- 
Etiade the selectmen to refuse Mr. Sev- 
erance a license, as they believed he 
w as not a fit man to have a license. No 
evidence w as brought in to prove these 
statements, however, and it i» not 
known what action Mr. Severance will 
take, but it is believed he will bring 
euit for; libel, as some of the charges 
were serious ones. 


The only witness called to testify 


against Mr. Severance was Mrs. Benja- 
min Bradshaw, and her testimony was 
not in any way damaging to Mr. Sev- 
erance. She said her husbanfl had con- 
stantly purchased liquor at Mr. Sev- 
erance's store after she had called upon 
Mr. Severance and torbidden him doing 
so. She was unable to tell how she 
knew her husband had purchased liquor 
at Mr. Severance s store and when 
asked what sort of a looking man Mr. 
Severance was she said he was an old 
man, and when asked if he resembled 
the man sitting by her side she said he 
did not, that he was a much older man. 
This evidence did not count, of course, 
as the one she failed to identify was 
Mr. Severance himself. 


Mr. Smith made a few remarks in be- 


half of Mr Severance. He said that 
since the W. C T .U. had failed to 
bring any evidence except hearsay evi- 
dence he did not believe it could have 
any weight with the selectmen. Mr. 
Severance had long been an. honored 
and highly respected citizen, who had 
lived in town for several years and was 
a heavy taxpayer. He should not be 
brought before the public in such a 
manner by a society of ladies who were 
either working against him through 
spite or through misjudgment and had 
nothing to present but hearsay evi- 
dence. 


The selectmen retired after the "W. C. 


iT-. TJ, had completed their ease and took 
,a vote on the matter. Two out of the 
selectmen, Mr. Torry and Mr. Sweet, 
•were tof the opinion that the hearsay 
evfdence which the W. C. T. U. had pre- 
sented was not sufficient to bar Mr. 
Severance from his license. Chairman 
Sanford held firmly to his former de- 
cision and when consulted Saturday 
Evening said he was not ready to give 
his final decision, but would do so the 
early part of the week. The W. C. T. U. 
still remain firm and say they will not 
drop the matter. A final decision will 
be given soon, however, and it is await- 
ed with a. great deal of interest.

A THIEVES' HARVEST. 


THE PICKPOCKETS FLOCKED TO THE 


MACE-COBURN FIGHT. 


It Wa* Probably the Great en* Gatb- 


ering o( LiKht Fingered Artist* ou 
Record— Some of tbe Amnglug Incl- 
dentH of an Eventful Day. 
"The greatest gathering of pickpock- 


ets that I ever saw, and, I daresay, tbe 
greatest bnnch that ever asac-mbled, 
was at the Mace-Coburn fight at Long 
Point, Canada, on May 11, 1871," said 
a detective who has been in the busi- 
ness since 1855. "The l>ig fight was 
held in the vii-inity of tho old light- 
house oo Long Point, and the only way 
to get to the ground was by boat from 
Erie or Buffalo or by walking a good 
many miles through Canada. The boat 
that left Buffalo carried in the neigh- 
borhood of 1,000 persons. The fact that 
there were a large number of thieves on 
the vessel was noised about, and the 
gamest persons kept their hands on 
their valuables all the time. Strange to 
say, not a touch was made on the way 
over. 


"Two vessels, both loaded to their 


fullest capacity, left Erie, Pa., and each 
of these carried a number of pickpock- 
ets. There were about a dozen detect- 
ives in tbe crowd, among them being 
Detective Patrick V. Cusack of Buffalo, 
Captain Rogers and Detective Sullivan 
of Rochester and a few detectives from 
Erie Pa , and Toronto, Ont. They 
knew that there was no use in trying to 
put a check on the work of the crooks, 
because there were at least 300 profes- 
sional pickpockets in the crowd. Just 
after the spectators began taking their 
places about the ringside the sheriff got 
in the ring and made a speech like tbis. 


•' 'I wish to warn every one against 


pickpockets. 
There are hundreds of 


them here.' 


"The sheriff stepped out of the ring 


and several men grouped about him. 
The central figure of the group was a 
crook known as Papes. When tbe sher- 
iff got out of tbe mis his diamond stud, 
his roll of bills and bis watch were 
missing. He made known his loss to 
one of the detectives, and the detective 
volunteered to recover the property. 
The detective was Captain Rogers. He 
sought Papes, explained the situation 
to him, and Papes immediately turned 
over tbe sheriff's property, saying that 
he had taken it just for a ]oke. 


"I can't begin to tell you how many 


pockets were picked this day. Tbe fight 
wared warm and every one was excit- 
ed, so the crooks had a fine field to work 
in. Pocketbooks were actually flying in 
the air. Men were accusing honest men 
•who sat beside them of touching them. 
Scores of diamond studs were unscrew- 
ed and nipped The most bnmoious in- 
cident of tr 
fay was the theft of $200 


in bills fi 
.- thief who hailed from 


St. Louis ^i.'l v>-as unknown to the New 
York delegation. A New York man 
named O'Donohue had got the St. Louis 
thief's roll, and he returned it when he 
learned his mistake. Some men were 
stripped of everything they had and 
were unable to buy a meal or a drink. 
In such cases the crooks helped them 
along with a small loan, as they termed 
it. The referee of tbe match was re- . 
lieved of hia diamond. His bills were in 
an inside pocket and were not touched. 


"Business lagged with the thieves 


after the fight was over. There were 
'but few pockets left to pick. Several 
men who had been robbed insisted that 
the honest men should band together 
and attack the thieves for the purpose 
of recovering the stolen property. Tbe 
detectives opposed this on the ground 
that- the honest men and the pickpockets 
were mingled so closely as not to be dis- 
tinguishable, and, moreover, the thieves 
could fight and would fight. 


"All the thieves returned to Buffalo 


after the fight, and word of their com- 
ing was sent to police headquarters 
from the first landing place. When the 
'boat tie'd up at the foot of Main street, 
a hundred policemen and all the detect- 
ive force were there to meet it. About 
800'or 350 thieves were marched oat 
two abreast and lined up on the wharf. 
They were told that they were to be 
escorted out of town, and they made no 
protest. With the policemen and de- 
tectives as herders and drivers, the 
crooks were marched to the central sta- 
tion 'and corralled there under close 
guard. When a train for New York 
was made up, the thieves were escorted 
aboard it and were watched till it 
reached the city line. 


"A few years later a big gang of 


pickpockets went to another fight at 
Long Point, but in size and expertneso 
it did not approach the gang that went 
to tbe Mace-Ccburn fight At the Ban- 
ian-Courtney rowing match at Chau- 
tauqua lake was another big gathering 
o& pickpockets. They had things their 
own way and reaped a big harvest. For 
insta-nce,' a detective's pocket was pick- 
ed, tyat the thief who did the job was 
induced to return the property. Five 
minutes later the detective's pocket was 
picked a second time, and he was so 
chagrined that he did not endeavor to,. 
recover the plunder. But, as I said, the 
greatest gathering was at the Mace- 
Cobnrn fight. It was tbe last great rally 
of the topfcotch crooks, and if yon ask 
euy old time crook he will tell you how 
he longs for another such expedition.

CRYING AS A SAFETY VALVE. 


Scientific Declaration Th»t •% Good Crf 


The Hospital declares that the popu- 


lar boiiaf that "a good cry" gives at 
times a salutary relief has a good scien- 
tific foundation. A writer on that sub- 
ject says: 


"Crying is so commonly associated 


with distress that man's natural in- 
stinct is to put a stop if> it as soon as 
possible- We should not forget, how- 
ever, that it has its uses. Dr. Harry 
Campbell has recently shown how com- 
plex are the phenomena involved in 'a 
good cry. ' This does not consist merely 
in the shedding of tears, but includes so 
general and widespread an action of the 
muscles that the whole body may be con- 
vulsed. In children also a great change 
takes place during crying in the manner 
in which tho respiration is carried on. 
Expirations are prolonged bometimes 
tor as much as half a minute and are in- 
terrupted by short inspirations. During 
expiration the glottis is contracted so 
that the intrapulmonary pressure rises 
considerably, and there can-be but little 
doubt that it is the equal distribution of 
this increased air pressure throughout 
tho whole of the chest, leading to the 
dilatation of portions of the lungs that 
have become more or less collapsed, that 
is the explanation of the great benefit 
which often results from crying in cases 
of infantile bronchitis and of the large 
discharge of bronchial mucus which so 
often follows. Children may become 
very blue during the paroxysm, bnfc the 
deep respirations which succeed quickly 
restore the circulation to a better con- 
dition than before in consequence of the 
larger lung space rendered available. 
In women the beneficial effect of a good 
cry is proverbial. In them also this is 
partly due to the increased depth of 
respiration and the improvement in the 
often languid circulation thereby in- 
duced, but to a large extent it is the re- 
sult of the muscular exercise involved, 
by which the general vascular tension, 
and especially the blood pressure in tbe 
brain, are much reduced. The profuse 
flow of tears no doubt also acts strongly 
on the cerebral circulation in still fur- 
ther reducing tension. 
The sobbing 


movements, again, have a good influence 
upon the venous circulation in the ab- 
dominal and pelvic viscera, while the 
exhaustion produced tends to produce 
sleep and thus to give the nervous sys- 
tem its best chance of recuperation. We 
should not, then, too hastily intervene 
to stop a woman from having out her 
cry. If we can remove her trouble, by 
all means let us do so, but if the trouble 
is to remain, let her cry herself to sleep. 
This is far better than soothing drafts. " 


AN AFRICAN POISON STORY. 


Strange Phenomenon Wltnesned In tho 


Northeast of tbe Dark Continent. 


Charles M. Stern of Chicago, who re- 


turned to this city after a journey 
through northeast Africa, told of a curi- 
ous meteorological phenomenon which 
he observed in a district called Qwallah. 
"The vegetation in that region is very 
luxuriant," said he, "and the plant life 
must give off an unusually large quan- 
tity of carbonic acid gas. At least that 
was the conclusion I reached after see- 
ing three natives die and four or five 
dogs. 


"The moment the animals put their 


noses close to the ground they would 
fall over and gasp and die in about five 
minutes. The natives who died slept on 
the ground instead of in hammocks, as 
others did. I saw hundreds of dead 
birds. My theory is that a stratum of 
the deadly gas covered the ground for a 
depth of three £>r four inches, and any 
living thing breathing in that area 
would be asphyxiated. 


"I could not understand, however, 


how the gas was not distributed in a 
thinner layer and what kept it in one 
place for a whole day. Nothing like it 
had ever been known there before. The 
deaths of the men and the dogs all oc- 
curred within 24 hours. Then the gas, 
if it was really gas, seemed to dissipate. 
It was a very strange occurrence, and I 
might have been induced to make a 
more exhaustive investigation if my 
presence had not excited distrust. I got 
away as quickly as possible rather than 
be accused of being the cause of the 
sudden deaths. The natives are super- 
stitious and attribute moat of their mis- 
fortunes to witchcraft, so I thought it 
the part of wisdom to get away."—^ 
York Mail and Express.

To Keep Paris Clean. 


To*do this work.and to remove the 


2,500 cubic meters of rubbish there are 
149 brigades of sweepers, numbering 
8,345, in conjunction with 550 rubbish 
carts and 1,075 horses. 


From before dawu till long after sun- 


set one sees in Paris the street cleaners 
in their peaked caps and watermen's 
boots or sabots hard at their work of 
sweeping, swabbing or watering. Each 
hour of the day brings its particular 
work for them. Prom 4 to 6:30 a. m. 
they have to wash aud sweep the pave- 
ments and streets, aud in winter cast 
gravel on the asphalt (815,470 meters) 
and wood paving (368,300 meters) of 
the city. From 6:30 till 8:30 four of 
them and a woman sweeper accompany 
the scavenger's dust cart to clear away 
from the dust bins the refuse which the 
chiffoniers have discarded. From 8:30 
to 11 they are again at work sweeping, 
cleaning, v.-atering'and flushing the gut- 
tors, till these almost assume the form 
cf little mountain torrents. From 11 
till 1 they leave off for dejeuner, and 
theu they are hard at work again cleans- 
ing streets and benches, and in winter, 
from 7 till 9 p. m., it is their duty once 
more to throw gravel over the wood and 
asphalt pavements'1.—Good Worda

MAKING PLATE GLASS. 


An Operation Tlutt Bequire* » Deal ot 


Skill and Care. 


A visit to a plate glass works reveals 


nothing perhaps more interesting than 
the costing tables on which the heavy 
plate glass used in most store "windows 
is cast. "The casting tables," eaid the 
superintendent of a large factory, "are 
the most important pieces of apparatus 
in this establishment. 


"Each table is aboufc 20 feet-long, 15 


feet wide andifrom 7 to 8 inches thick. 
The heavy strips of iron on either side 
of the tables afford a bearing for the 
rollers and determine the thickness or 
diameter of the glass to be cast 


"The rough plate is commonly nine- 


sixteenths of an inch thick, Tout after 
polishing'it is Deduced to six or seven 
sixteenths. Ail casting tables are mount- 
ed ou wheels which run on a track made 
to reach every furnace and annealing 
oven in the factory. The table having 
been wheeled as near as .possible to the 
melting furnace, a pot of molten glass 
is lifted by means of a crane and its 
contents poured quickly on the table. 
" A heavy iron roller then passes from 


end to,end, spreading the glass to a uni- 
form tnick&ess. This rolling operation 
has to be done by expert hands quickly, 
as the boiling glass, when it comes in 
contact with the cold metal of-the table, 
cools very raaidly. When the rolling 
process has been completed, the door o^ 
the annealing oven is opened and the 
plate of glass is introduced. 


"The floor of the annealing oven IB on 


the same level as the -wheels of the cast- 
ing table, so that the transfer can be 
made by rail quickly. When fhe glass 
is ready to be taken out of the oven, its 
surface is very rough. In this condition 
it is used for skylights and other pur- 
poses where strength is desired rather 
than transparency, but when intended 
for windows it is ground, smoothed and 
polished and is then'ready'for the mar- 
ket. "—Boston Globa

HE WAS AT LUCKNOW 


A CHICAGO CABMAN WHO WENT TO 


THE REUEF OF HAVEUOCK. 


B« Tolls In Hti Own Way the Story 


Which Ha» Often Been Told Before. 
Ouo of tUe Famous "Ught Brigade." 


• Though Not at lialaklava. 


T. J. MeNally, a • cab driver with a 


station at tin northeast corner of ^ Dear- 
bora and Slouroo streets, is ono of tho 
survivors of that regiment of British 
boldiers-who went to tho reliei of Luck- 
now. Ho is a hardy, rugged, stout built 
man, 
with a medal of honor on his 


breast and a memory of ten years' serv- 
ice in tho army of Great Britain. The 
command v*ith which ho served in In- 
dia was composed in part of that little 
band of heroes left from tho famous 
fight at Bnlaklava—that immemorial 
"Charge of the Light Brigade." And 
he shared with them the splendid hon- 
or of rescuing from beleaguered Luck- 
now the English women and children, 
and tho English officers and 'men, as 
well, who had fought for more than life 
against tho savagery of a sepoy rebel- 
lion. 


"I was born in Scotland, but of Irish 


parents," said Mr. MeNally. chatting 
of thorough service and the men ho had 
marched with and fought under in those 
days, which resembled ,so closely the 
perilous phases of England's situation 
in India today. "I was born at Barr- 
head, and Jan. 28, 1856, I enlisted at 
Lanark in the Ninety-second or Gordon 
highlanders, and after some months of 
drill and garrison duty volunteered Feb. 
28, 1857, to the Ninety-third or Suth- 
erland highlanders, who-were stationed 
at Dover Heights. There was. continual 
talk of their going out to the China 
war, and I wanted the adventure and 
the experience of real soldiering. 
"It was Dover castle those days, for 


the castle still stood there. It was one 
of England's defenses and had been for 
centuries. I am told the castle is all 
ruined and gone now. 


"We embarked at Spithead June 15, 


1857, 
for the China war and sailed 


away down the -west coast of Africa 
After we were out at sea we spoke a 
vessel from the cape and heard of tho 
Indian mutiny, but of course our duty 
•was to go on to China, where we had 
been ordered. 
It was pretty hard 


lines for ns. We wanted to get up 
into India, where they needed us, 
and at cape of Good Hope a lighter 
vessel from England overtook us and 
countermanded our orders. We were 
sent from there with all haste to Cal- 
cutta and landed Sept. 30, 1857. Think 
of that 1 More than three months get- 
ting to the mutiny I 


"There were no railroads, 'and we 


started right out and marched up coun- 
try as far as Cawnpur, 680 miles. It 
was a hard, hard inarch, but we made 
as good time as British soldiers ever did 
anywhere. At Cawnpur we were joined 
by Geaeral Hope Grant and Sir Colin 
Campbell, who had been waiting for re- 
enforcementa so they could hurry on 
Luoknow. 


"Then we went on and reached the 


besieged city Nov. 18, 1857—over 700 
miles in less than 50. days. We had but 
4,000 men even then, and there were 
60,000 native soldiers, armed as we 
•were armed, for they had been part of 
the British army, "but they were not 
commanded so well, and they did not 
have so much to fight for. 
"It was quick work—all with the 


bayonet They could not stand the 
rushes. Wo forced our way to the cit- 
adel, and the third day we took out the 
women and children and what was left 
of the garrison. Then we retired in the 
night. They could not realize we had 
done so much, and they codld not be-. 
lieve we would withdraw^ but we were 
not strong enough to hold the place 
and selected a position of our own at 
Alumbaugb.7 three miles away. If they 
had known we were going to slip away 
they could have massed their forces, 
leaving the city uncovered, and hemmed 
us in, but we were away and ready for 
them before they knew it. 


"There Havelook died of dysentery 


three days after the relief. He would 
have been dead a week before we came, 
but he didn't dare to die. He had to de- 
fend those women and children. 


"I was wounded at the Lucknow 


fight, but it did pot amount to much. I 
staid on duty all the time. The bullet 
was extracted and I goc along. No, 
there is no pension. -Yon get a pension 
after 21 years' service in the British 
army, or after being positively disabled, 
I was only ten years in the service. 
After that I came to America>—to Chi- 
cago. I have had money and am getting 
on all right yet. Medal? Yes, I wear 
the medal. That regiment is the only 
one that wears its medal on its colors. 
That is because it fought at Balaklava 
and at Lucknow too. Many a time the 
other fellows told me of the fight with 
the Bussians, but I did not see it I 
was not in the command at the time." 


The Indian insurrection broke out on 


the night of May 80, 1857. Sir Henry 
Lawrence had fortified the residency and 
garrisoned' it With 750 British troops. 
July 1 the place was besieged. July 4 
Bir flenry died from a wound. Three 
times the gallant little army beat back 
the asianlts of the multitudinous ene- 
my. 5uly 22 Havelock captared Alum- 
baugh, and four <feys later reached the 
residency. But health the others, was 
at u\ice penned up there. Then came 
Colin Campbell's long waited, almost 
unhoped for relief, and the little garri- 
son and colony were saved.—Chicago 
Post.

SAYED THE CANARY. 


On tho evening of the alarm of fire at 


the florist's place, three doors from the 
Alfalfa European hotel, "Doc" Homo 
told of his singular experience at a fire 
in the town of Crosbyville. 


"The first time I ever visited in Cros- 


byville one of my friends invited me to 
go to a shooting match, and after I 
got out there I was asked to enter the 
contest Well, I went in and I happened 
to get a riflo that sighted just right for 
me, and I won. A man who had been 
introduced to me as Captain Jaynes 
made the next highest score. It seemed 
to me that the other contestants took 
their defeat good naturedly, but on the 
•way home my friend told me to look 
out for this Captain Jaynes. He was a

inent citizens of the town. He was a 
widower and had two children—a boy

The members of the family and tbe 
neighbors had been removing the house- 
hold goods. Just as the house caught 
fire and all the men \vere getting out of 
it as fast as they could I heard Eliza- 
beth Jaynes cry out,' The canary!' Then 
all ran back into the house, with every 
one calling to her to stop. I didn't hesi 
tate a moment, but ran. after. She ran 
through that terrific heat and dense 
smoke right up the stairway, and I fol- 
lowed. I caught her by the arm at the 
top of the stairs and told her to come 
back Shares hysterical and excited. 
She said she wouldn't leave until she 
got the bird. In spite of all I could do 
she pulled away from me and ran to 
the front room—her bedroom, I be- 
lieve—and felt her way to where the 
bird was hanging. Gentlemen, it was 
never hotter in any bake oven than 
it was in that room. As soon as she got 
the bird cage I dragged her back through 
the hall 


"The smoke was not so thick now, be- 


cause the fire had got a free draft 
through the house and was making a 
fearful roar and spreading rapidly. 
When we reached the stairway, 'the 
-whole lower end of it was ablaze. I 
dragged the girl away to the front win- 
dow, but by that time the whole veran- 
da was on fire. The crowd outside saw 
us and shouted something, I couldn't 
tell what I saw that there was no es- 
cape over that burning veranda. When 
the people outside began to shout, the 
girl fainted. I threw her across my 
shoulder and started for the rear of the 
house, because I knew that was my 
only salvatioa The whole stairway was 
ablaze by that time, and flames were 
creeping up through the floor. I closed 
my lips tightly, and in about four leaps 
I reached a back window. Outside there 
was a big tree, almost brushing the 
Window. I kicked out the window sash 
and simply jumped into the tree. It 
was tho only thing to be done. Luckily 
I got my arm over a limb, which sagged 
with us and-dropped us to tbe ground. 
I scrambled to my feet and ran, with 
the girl still hanging absolutely limp 
and helpless over my shoulder. I went 
straight for the river with the intention 
sf jumping in. The heat was something 
deadly. >It had. driven away the men 
who had been filling their buckets at 
tho river. . 


I bank I gaw a skiff. Soiuo one had prob- 


r.bly rowed across tbe river to the fire, 
for the boat was not fastened. I drop- 
ped, with tho girl, into the boat and 
gavo it a strong push out into tho cur- 
rent, and in a few seconds we were 
floating down stream end were eafe." 


"She had tho canary, I suppose?" said 


tho lightning dentist, 


"Oh, yes. dio was in a dead faint, 


but sho hadn't let go of tho cage. As 
soon as I recovered my breath and wet 
my clothes in two or three places where 
they were on fire I splashed water in 
the girl's face and she recovered con- 
sciousness, but she was so flustered and 
excited that she didn't know where she 
was or remeinber what had happened. 


"We could look up tho river and see 


the burning house. It made a huge 
blaze and threw a bright glare across 
tho river. I remember (the peculiar 
effect of tlrs glare on the -windows of 


i tho houses across the river. It caused 
them to glow as if the houses were filled 
with live flames. Tho girl was so fright- 
ened that she thought all the houses 
were afire. 


•'When I got ready to row back, I 


discovered that I hadn't any cara Tho 
current was swift, and we wore drift- 
ing rapidly, so I pulled out a seat board 
and used it as a rudder, and in a few 
minutes I made a landing near a house 
occupied by a Mr. Wesley. Miss Jaynes 
was still so weak and nervous that she 
could hardly -wal^r, but I assisted her to 
this house and aroused the inmates. 
They would hardly believe my story ai 
first, but they could see the burning 
house up the river, and they recognizec 
Miss Jaynes as soon as tho lights were 
brought 


"The woman of the house was very 


kind. She cared for the young lady 
tenderly for about two hours and hac 
one of the boys drive us back to Crosby- 
ville. Now, in the general excitement 
we had forgotten that the people in Cros- 
byville had no reason to believe that 
we had escaped from the burning house. 
Miss Jaynes said several times, 'I sup- 
pose father is wondering where lam,' 
but she had no idea that he and all the 
others were convinced that we had per- 
ished in the flames. 
• However, you 


couldn't blame them for thinking so. 
The window from which I had leapec 
was well hidden by trees, and there was 
no one at the river bank when we leaped 
into the boat We learned afterward 
that the men had pulled down the burn- 
ing veranda and had planted a ladder a( 
the front window where we had been 
seen, but the blaze was so fierce that 
they had been driven back. 


"Every one supposed, of course, thai 


we were lost, so you can imagine what 
happened when we drove up in front of 
the ruins about 7 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. They were already searching for 
our bodies. Yes, sir, they thought we 
•were ghosts. As soon as I explained- to 
them how we got away you never heard 
such cheering in your life. They lifted 
Miss Jaynes out of the wagon and took 
her over to a neighboring house to 
which the captain, had" been taken. He 
had been- almost wild .with grief. Those 
who went over to the house say it was 
one of the most affecting meetings that 
could be imagined. First he wept like 
a baby, and then he jumped up and 
laughed like a boy and said he didn't 
care for the loss of his buildings so long 
as his daughter was safe.

VIDEO TO PERNAMBUCO. 


The Feat Sound* Incredible, but tbe 


Orator at tUc IJarm' Club Told a 
Circnmstantia.1 Story and Dlsi>l«y- 
ed 11 Souvenir of tlie Eveiit. 


"The speed attained by south Atlan- 


tic sharks in their efforts to arrive at 
desired points within the least possible 
ipace of time." said No. 18, who used 
to be in the isavy and 13 now a clerk in 
tho navy department, addressing the 
last meeting of the Washington Liars' 
clnb, "has long been a stibject of scien- 
tific investigation. I don't know the 
exact number of knots they have" been 
fotind to make within the space of an 
ordinary fonr hour watch, but if a 
sonth Atlantic shark can't beat an alba- 
tross when it comes to speed I'll eat my 
bag and hammock and ditty box.

They've got the 
temperature of water that suits them 
"best figured out to a nicety, and they 
know that on the other side of the equa- 
torial line there's just as good water, 
and water of the same degree <* tem- 
perature, aa that in which they're fool- 
ing around when they get to thinking 
on this subject. 


"Well, .what do they do when they 


get to worrying over the- cramped space 
in which they find themselves ,_on one 
side of the'line or the other ?£ Why, 
they just make"a dash across the line. 
That's all. They know that the equa- 
torial line is a trocha of water that's a 
heap too hot for their constitutions and 
that they can't stand monkeying around 
in the water on that line too long, and 
BO they just hop over it, licketty cat, so 
fast that you can't eee their fins for 
dust. 


"I remember once, when I was on 


the old Ticonderoga, a thing happened 
that gave us a line on the speed of 
sharks • when they take it into their 
heads to get' speedy. We got into the 
port of Montevideo one morning at 10 
o'clock.. It was on a Monday, April 12. 
Montevideo harbor is full of sharks, and 
the men forward got to Orbing over the 
side for them in order to get their spines 
to make walking sticks of them. One 
huge man eater was landed after great 
difficulty with the combined strength of 
the whole watch on deck, and he had to 
be clubbed with belaying pins and cap- 
stan bars for an honr before he gave np 
and cashed in. 


"Well, we cut him open, and, gentle- 


men, -what do you suppose we found 
inside of him? Why, as fine a gold 
watch and chain as you ever saw in 
your lifel Not an ordinary minute and 
second hand watch, but one of those 
watches that give the date, the day o?

Well, sirs, yon can 
imagine our astonishment when we 
snapped the case of this watch open 
and found that it had stopped at exact- 
ly 4 p. m., April 11, the day before we 
got into Montevideo. 


"The"skipper of our ship reported 


this fact to"the townspeople of Monte- 
video when he went ashore, feeling con- 
fident that some prominent citizen of 
that town bad inadvertently permitted 
himself to be made a meal of by an 
epicurean shark. He naturally conclud- 
ed that the victim must have' been a 
prominent citizen to pack such a swell 
timepiece around with him. Nobody 
was missing out of the population of 
Montevideo, and the thing looked al- 
mighty mysterious. 


"Well, we remained in the harbor of 


Montevideo for six weeks making re- 
pairs, and in that time the shark and 
watch incident was practically forgot- 
ten.

Our commanding officer 
heard about this, and he looked np the 
mate and asked him what'.kind of a 
watch 'it was. The mate exactly de- 
scribed- the watch that wer had taken 
out of the shark's stomachpin Monte- 
video on tbi? morning of Apriiria, and 
when our ..skipper sho'wed it to3 him he 
instantly identified it.

this baa got to do in order to find out 
bow many thousand miles Pernambnco 
is from Montevideo is to measnre^the 
scale on * the atlas of South America. 
That shark only hit the high places in 
jumping from Pernambuco to Monte- 
video, and if there's any doubter of this 
narration here present, why, here's the 
shark's spine," andNo. 18 of the Liars' 
club held up a 25 cent malacca stick.

A .NEW MILITARY MOVEMENT. 


A very important military movement 


has been begun in the Philippines. An 
attempt is being made to cut off the in- 
surgent forces under General Pio del 
Pilar. The plan is to trap the forces in 
the Morong .peninsula extending into 
Laguna de Bay. The American forces 
in the -operation are under the direction 
(Of General Lawton, Divided into two 
divisions they are actively commanded 
by General King and Colonel Whalley. 
The new campaign began Saturday and 
already much has been, accomplished. 
. The rebels have been driven from sev- 
eral towns, and some positions, here- 
tofore' considered unassailable, have 
been forced. In spite of the terrific heat 
and: the almost impassable condition 
untfer foot the Americans made some 
splendid attacks and behaved wonder- 
fully .well under a galling fire from a 
savage enemy hidden in the woods. In 
pne instance the Oregonians, the Fourth 
infantry and a detachment of cavalry 
moved into a narrow vale surrounded 
"by dense hills. Their appearance was 
the signal for a continuous fusilade 
.upon them from the hillsides. Keeping 
•as cool as if under a summer rain in- 
stead of a rain of bullets, they executed 
a. few movements, opened an American 
' lire and in a short time were dashing 
and cheering up the hillsides. The 
«neniy was completely routed from its 
Immehsely favorable position, the Flli- 
.pinoa scrambling over the hilltops in 
terror. 


THAT DEMAND JKoH SURRENDER 


We have not seen much comment in 


anti-administration newspapers on the 
report of General Otis recently made 
public by the war department. A 
favorite morsel with these antl sheet* 
' baa been the allegation that General 
Otfs had nothing but 
unconditional 


i surrender for Agufrmldo Immediately 
' following the outbreak of hostilities. 


• The aim wag to leave the impressldn 
| that General Otis was over-anxloufl to 


war and that by. hla indiscretion 


an opportunity to establish peace be- 
tween Agulnaldo and the Americans 
had been lost. The report to Washing- 
ton to which we have reference shows 
how desirous General Otis was to avoid 
hostilities. In this report the general 
Incorporates some correspondence be- 
tween hjms,«lf and Agujnaldo. 
The 


general • Impressed upon the Tagal 
leader the attitude of the American 
nation to the Filipino people and asked 
for all. possible co-operation to keep 
the encamped armies from collision. 
Aguinaldo always gave courteous hear- 
ing to General Otis and in specific in- 
stances conceded to the general what 
he asked. But, • General Otis reports, 
there was untiring preparation for war 
on the Filipino side. There was no 
sign of peace being desired on the 
Filipino side; all the signs were of pre- 
paration to destroy the American- force 
on the islands before re-inforcements 
on the way should arrive. 
The at- 


tack on the American outpost came, 
which resulted in the shooting of one 
or two armed Filipinos. Instantly the 
Filipino lines blazed; no thought of in- 
vestigation into the trouble and no 
thought of peace here, A little ahead 
of time, General Otis believes the at- 
tack to have been, the zeal of the 
Filipino forces having got in advance 
of the preparation of the leaders. But 
the preparation was there, the desire 
was there and Aguinaldo was all the 
time dealing with General Otis for 
the furtherance of amicable relations 
ostensibly, pending the decision of the 
American 
congress. 
General 
Otis 


would be a fool to demand less than 
unconditional surrender from such an 
enemy.

LIQUOR PKOBLEltl. 


Although much has been said and 


written about the liquor problem there 
is comparativey little literature which 
commands the confidence of impartial 
minds. " Appreciating the importance 
of this problem and the lack of accur- 
ate informtion on the subject a num- 
ber of leading1 citizens, among them 
President Eliot, Beth Low, Carroll D. 
Wright, Bishop Potter, and Charles 
Dudley Warner, resolved themselves in- 
to a committee of fifty a few years ago 
and instituted a comprehensive inves- 
tigation. In 1897 a report was made 
upon the liquor problem in its legisla- 
tive aspects whch attracted much at- 
tention The second report/ of the se- 
ries entitled "The Economic Aspects of 
the Liquor Problem" has just been pub- 
lished by Houghton, Mifflm & Company 
and is of immense practical interest. 
The careful study of thousands found 
in prisons and almhouses scattered 
about the country, and of many appli- 
cants to charitable organizations, has 
determined largely to what extent 
crime and poverty are due to the liquor 
habit. 
The relative effect of liquor 


upon various nationalities comprising 
our cosmopolitan population is also 
pointed out, and chapters are devoted 
to the relation of the Indian and Negro 
to the liquor problem. On the other 
hand, some interesting reports are 
given from workersin social settlements 
which show that while great waste is 
incident to the saloon, many legitimate 
wants of the workirigman are also sup- 
plied by it. Many tables of statistics in 
the appendix summarize the results of 
various investigations. Every good cit- 
izen should read this book to gain from 
it guidance in his duties as a voter; and 
it cannot fail to be of great value to 
those interested in the betterment of 
the lower classes, 'as affording1 a sub- 
stantial scientific basis upon which to 
work.

A NEW DERRICK. 


It I* Capable of 9«Wnu One Hundred 


Eltfetrle Light Pole. Per Day. 
| 


A queer looking/derrick perambu-j 


kited some, of .the streets of San Fran- 
cisco for 'three days recently, looking! 
not unlike a sloop rigged scow that had' 
somehow gone adrift. The apparatus is 
a device of the fertile brain of J. P.j 
Decker, who has charge of outside con- 
struction for the Mutual Electric com- 
pany, for planting poles to carry the 
electric light wires of the company. Its 
value \a demonstrated by tbe fact that 
when unimpeded by wires along the 
line of operation with it 100 poles, any 
length used, can be set up in one work- 
ing day of ten hours, while the beat 
record under previous methods of set- 
ting poles is only about 25 per working 
day. 


So simple is the derrick that a child 


might understand its operation or make 
a inodel of it on a mimic scale. It con- 
sists Of a single stocky upright mast, of 
much the same cut as a typical jary 
mast, which is guyed to the body of tho 
truck with steel wire rope. 
Projecting 


from this mast latitudinally is a long 
swinging "boom;" at its extremity are 
block and tackle, passing over a snatch 
block fastened inside of the axle of tbe 
rear wheel of the truck, then up to the 
tip of the maat, again turned under the 
front axle of tbe truck and fastened 
to the doubletree. The hole to receive 
the pole is already prepared, and the 
pole lies on the ground beside it. The 
truck is backed to the right position 
for action, the end of tho rope is se-| 
cured around tho middle of the pole, 
the doubletree is disconnected, and, as 
the big horses are slowly driven ahead, 
the pole slowly soars aloft, gradually 
swings about and assumes an upright 
position in tbe air, then drops into the 
hole, guided by pike poles in tbe hands 
cf workmen, while others arcund begin 
to hastily shovel in sand around U, and 
the long boom returns to its original' 
position. The. entire process does not 
occupy more than a minute, and were 
a sufficient force of men to bs em- 
ployed the team could move on to the 
next post hole and repeat its work, thus 
making even greater speed than has yet- 
been recorded.—San Francisco Chroni- 
cle. 


EXPERIENCES OF SOLDIERS. 


Hard Service Men of the First Ke- 


braska Regiment Have Seen. 


Surgeon E. P. Jensen of the First 


Nebraska regiment, who has just re- 
turned to Omaha from Manila in charge 
of Colonel Stjotsenburg's body, says that 
less than 100 of the boys are now able 
to return to Nebraska. He says: 


"Of course the fighting has been 


fierce most of the time, but it has been 
the gnerrilla nature of the fighting 
which has been the real hardship. T.he 
enemy would not let us sleep. Some- 
times we wonld sink exhausted in the. 
mud at night, delighted to have so soft' 
a bed, but the bullets would continue 
to spatter about us and managed to 
keep us awake most of the time. Then, 
again, we often lost onr men on ac- 
count of the thinness of the lines. This 
necessitated the abandonment of the 
ground we had already taken from the 
enemy, and we would have to fight' 
again over the same ground when the 
enemy collected on our front. 


"But there was really some very hard 


fighting at close quarters at times. I 
recall that one of our men had bis 
thumb bitten off by a native, whom he 
at length succeeded in killing. This 
was while we were storming the 
trenches 9* T,aloma church. The Philip- 
pine trenches are works of art, indicat- 
ing that there are many experienced 
engineers among the insurgents. These 
trenches are constructed 15 feet deep 
and as high as a man's head, and are 
so shaped that the only way to get the 
insurgents out of - them is by storming, 
or executing a flank movement, which 
is sometimes very difficult. The Fili-< 
pinos are a wily race and know some- 
thing of military tactics. When they 
retire, they burn their villages, so that1 
no shelter will be afforded their enemy, 1 
thinking perhaps that the Americans 
would occupy their dirty houses. I hadi 
much rather sleep on the ground with-, 
out a'blanket_,than spend a eight in one 
of their houses."—New York Snn. 
]

STILL CUTTING ON GREYLOCK 


A Pittsfield "Discovery." Talk About 


the Pittsfield Road Up Mountain. 


•Little has been heard recently from 


the Greylock park commission, but it 
is understood that the commission, is 
getting matters in shape to take some 
early action in regard to securing the 
title of the land. 


The Pittsfield Journal has the fol- 


lowing on the subject: 
A discovery 


has been made that should urge the 
Greylock park commission to do its ut- 
most to bring matter of releasing the 
land held by the Greylock park asso- 
eiation»to the state. 
Woodmen are 


chopping off thp pine and spruce trees 
on the west of the mountain. They 
have been working for a month or 
more and in some places acres of trees 
have fallen before the ax of the lumber- 
men. 
The trees have been fallen at a 


point about a mile from the summit on 
the TVilliamstown side.' The trail from 
Pittsfield to the summit is almost lost 
in the brush and branches left by the 
wood choppers. 


Mr. Brower is to repair the road lead- 


ing to the summit next week. "The 
winter's snows and spring rains have 
left their tell tale marks on the roads 
and in some places the road built by 
the Pittsfield men a year ago has been 
washed out and it will take consider- 
able labor ta repair it. Winds have 
uprooted 
several 
trees 
across 
the 


trail and these will have to be re- 
moved before teams can reach a point 
higher than the sheds built a mile and 
a quarter from the tower. 
Rollin H. Cooke was seen by the Jour- 
nal relative to the new road surveyed 
by the county to the summit and he 
has high hopes that as soon as the 
peak is state property that the road 
will be built.

The daughter sleeps on the 
second floor, and the bullet had entered 
the window of her room, passed a few 
inches over her head and embedded 
itself in the bureau on the opposite side 
of the room. Several people living near 
heard 
the shot. 
An investigation 


showed that the course of the bullet 
was such that it could not have been 
firqd by a person on the ground. There 
is a tree near the house, and in a direct 
line of the course which the bullet took, 
and. the person who fired it must have 
either been in the tree or on a ladder. 
Several people heard a wagon pass 
over a_bridge near by immediately after 
the shot was fired, and from the noise 
it must have gone at a fast speed in the 
direction of this town.

Paris, June 5.—President Loubet, ac- 


companied by Premier Dupuy and the 
chief of the military house-hold, General 
M. C. Bailloud, drove to the Auteil races 
yesterday afternoon, closely followed by 
Mrne. Loubet in a second landau. 
As 


they drove along the Avenue des 
Champs-Elysee? the crowds 'bowed re- 
spectfully; but, on arriving at Auteil, 
they were met by a violent demonstra- 
tion, evidently organized, and directed 
against the president. 


There was a storm of hoots, yells and 


cries of "Panama," "a bas Lcubet" and 
"vive 1'armee." A few shouts of "vive 
Loubet" were drowned in the clamor. A 
strong force of police kept order and ar- 
restsd many of the disturbers, including 
a man who tried to force his way to the 
president's carnage.

tended the services were Countess Dun- 
more of London, Lady Mildred Murray, 
also of London; "Viscount Fincastle, who 
is in the British army in India; the two 
Misses Ramsay, daughters of Sir James 
Ramsay, Baniff, Scotland; Mrs. Linci- 
comb, Melbourne, and Mary Landers 
Sands, Nashua, N. P.

The L A W certainly has done a 


great deal for the good of bicycle rac- 
ing in the past 
That much cannot be 


denied 
But the time has now come 


when the contiol should pass out of the 
league's hands, and it v. ould be better 
(or. all parties concerned were it done 
gracefully now than to have the leins 
toiciblj taken fiom its grasp in the 
nea: futuie 


Any on° who has followed cvcle lac- 


Ing matters at all is well aware how 
the break from the league was made 
last season, but there are many things 
connected with it about which the gen- 
eral public has never been enlightened 
It is not my desire, nor have I the 
space, to go over the question in detail 
The spint of dissatisfaction was brood- 
ing for a long time in the hearts of the 
prominent professionals before any at- 
tempt to break away from the L. A, W 
was made 


The refusal of the league officials to 


allow •some of the nders to compete in a 
lace at Chicago on Labor day for which 
a thousand dollar purse was hung up 
piobably did more to bring things to a 
climax than anything else. There was 
a circuit meet the same date scheduled 
for Spr'ngfield, Mass, at which only 
small prizes were offered. As every- 
body knows, it \\as a bad year, and we 
hoped to recuperate our purses some- 
what by competing at Chicago in this 
lace 
There was plenty of time to 


change the date of the Springfield af- 
fair, and as a matter of fact only six 
men could enter at Chicago, so that 
plenty of nders were left to compete at 
the Massachusetts meet. 


But, no' The league officials couldn't 


•ee it that way The meet at Spring- 
field had been scheduled to take place, 
and take place it must, for their rules 
were like those of the Medes and Per- 
sians—never to be broken except by 
themselves 


At Trenton the break came, and we 


formed an association of riders with 
which, with but one or two unimportant 
exceptions, the members have kept 
faith. 


One of our grievances against the 


league officials was that, although they 
sought to control professional cycle rac- 
ing, they would not admit professionals 
to membership. Of couise I know well 
enough the stock reply that was in- 
variably given when a request was 
made- by a professional for the right of 
membership after paying his $2 for reg- 
istration, which was always demanded 
We were told that i.t was an impossi- 
bility for an amateur organization to 
grant membership lights to profession- 
als 
They have since nullified in a 


measure their previous stand by a 
clause inserted in their regulations at 
the league meeting held last Februaiy 
which gives the professionals a repie- 
sentative and voting power in their as- 
sembly 
That action, however, was 


equivalent to locking the stable door 
after the exit of the horse 


A good many people have asked me 


tvhy I am so confident of the ultimate 
and speedy success of the National Cy- 
cling association in its fight with the 
L A W. My reasons fbr this confi- 
dence are quickly given 
It will be 


found that in the bicycle lacing busi-

situation in the United States, theic will 
be but one of tw o things left to be done 
Eithei the league officials will have to 
.acknowledge the situation, which will 


i be the more graceful part, and inform 
the I C A that it has given up in favor 
of its rival or the I C A will be forced 
to ask the league to recede from its un- 
tenable position. 


The Canadian "Wheelmen's associa- 


tion officials are practical business men, 
and they will not allow the L A W to 
wieck their world's championship meet 
at Montieal next August when they see 
that oM the fastest piofessional iiders 
m the United States will be baned from 
entrj-''unless the N. C. A be acknowl- 
edged. 


There is still another point on which 


I base my conviction of the success of 
the N C A, and it is one which has 
been ovei looked by the majonty of peo- 
ple When the professionals made the 
break fiom the league control at Tien- 
ton last fall, a good many of the riders 
were lather anxious lest their action 
might be constiued by the manufactur- 
ers whose wheels they were under con- 
tract to ride as good cause foi breaking 
their agreements and refusing to pay 
them their salaries 
Some did have in- 


terviews with then employeis in regard 
to the affah, and the result was that, as 
far as I am aware, not one man was 
told that he must ude undei LAW 
control if he wi&hcd to retain his mount 
and salary 
It is a very significant 


straw when big manufacturers of 
whee's like the Spaldmg Bros, whose 
wheel I ride, think the N C A has so 
much the better of the aigument that 
they do not stipulate that we shall ride 
under the old management 


If I had arlheied to my original reso- 


lution, I should have been in Europe bv 
this tune where I had intended to do all 
my laciflg this season There were two 
leasons which kept me from cairymg 
out my otigmal purpose One was that 
I thought it hardly right to desert the 
boys in their fight for their rights this 
season especially as I was insti umental 
in inducing several to cast in their lot 
with the "outlaws" at Trenton last fall, 
besides which I am piesident of the 
American Racing Cyclists' union, the 
league of racing men foimed at that 
time fiiy other reason for remaining in 
this country was to a certain extent 
pride I wanted to prove the falsity of 
a number of stories which were sent 
east when I was racing at San Francis- 
co last winter 
These 'dope" stories 


were to the effect that I was dissipat- 
ing, was plunging heavily on the turf 
and altogether was fast becoming a 
physical wreck Any one who has seen 
me recently will hardly credit the above 
statements.

One man might become exhausted 


a/ter a ten mile spin, while anothei 
would believe that ins oiood was get- 
ting sluggish if he did not reel off at 
least 50 miles a day. That is something 
which eveiy rider should be the judge 
of, and it is better to take too little than 
too much of a good thing 
Naturally 


the wheel en'aiges the legs out of all 
proportion, and for that reason some 
exercise should be taken to impiove 
the other muscles of the body. I believe 
wheeling tends to impiove the health of 
women, although in rare instances, es- 
pecially when unsuitable saddles are 
used, it might piove injurious "

times the pla? was made in 3 seconds, 
and sometimes it ^required 5 seconds, 
but the average time was 4'/4 seconds 
Therefore, to beat-out an mfielfl hit the 
batter must make-'the 30 yards in less 
than 4% seconds Most of the batters 
have to make even faster time than a 
shade under •% seconds. Outside of 
Keeler, Hamilton and several others, 
the aveiage battei always pauses an 
instant aftei he leaves the plate to see 
w here the ball is going It is this pause 
that beats so many batters out of what

the days of long ago and the gayety and 
applause and adulation of audiences 
that have long since passed ovei to the 
great beyond 


One of these lights of a past genera- 


tion which have been left still glimmer- 
ing m our busy days of ever changing 
theatrical stars is Lydia Thompson, for 
whom one of the most memoiable and 
most successful benefits ever known 
was recently given at the London Ly- 
ceum, Sir Henry Irvmg's theatei Many 
an old beau there is who still nurses a 
sneaking and not untender regard for 
this idol of his younger days. Many an 
old grown man of the woild still has a 
picture or two of her hidden away, for 
numerous weie the conquests that, long 
years, ago, this once light footed and 
sweet voiced actress achieved among 
the theater goers of L.ondon and New 
York. 


Now Lydia Thompson—and one con- 


fesses it with leluctance—is an old wo- 
man, fast 
appioaching the allotted 


threescore years and ten 
Her voice 


is gone, and she has grown stout and 
ungainly. 
Yet Lydia Thompson was 


once a synonym for bewildeung loveli- 
ness and entrancing grace 
She it was 


who lifted the blond style of stage 
beauty from obloquy into that of the 
leigmng type of fashion fiorn which 
dark tressed beauties have not been 
able to evict it to this day. She it was, 
too, if we are to stand by tradition, who 
first bewildered theater goeis by ap- 
pearing in those mvstenous things 
known as tights many, many years ago 
—just how long it would be ungallant to 
specify 
The glories of the burlesque 


as it was some 30 or 40 or 50 years 
earlier in this century aie now merely 
memories, of the stage 
When Miss 


Thompson fiist came to America with 
that builesque company with which she 
was to achieve fame and foi tune, she 
was accompanied by such once well 
known stage beauties as Pauline Mark- 
ham, Ada Harland and Liza Weber 
The success of thit> company was phe- 
nomenal. Such a sober and sedate gen- 
tleman and scholar as Richard Grant 
White, 
philologist 
and 
expert 
in 


Shakespeaiean drama, wrote at the 
time in .a highly eulogistic stiain about 
th-B company and the chaims of the 
jouthful Lydia. One of the favorite 
v erses of the day w as to this effect 
And ivay down in front where the foot- 
lights glow 
The baWheaded men sat m the fi ont row 
They hafl big glasses to see all the sights 
Including the blcfnds who dance m silk 


tights 


For in those days the "flesh coloieds" 


neie'novelties on the stage The fair 
Lydia it was, saith history, who thus 
moved the early poet io song 
That 


samp baldheaded contingent is still to 
be found at our theaters, though new 
charnrers have come to dance their way 
into the hearts of the pleasure loving 
public. 


Builesque for a long time has been 


lelegajed to a wejl merited oblivion, but 
it, too, is undergoing a. levival 


It is also inteiesting to note in this 


but she was always ready to defend Im- 
position in a mobt eloquent and con- 
vincing manner 
"The sculptor who 


chiseled the Venus de ililo," once said 
this blond haaed favorite with some 
aspeiity, "thought onb of the divine 
part of his work, and the maible grew 
into beautiful fchape. Think you that 
this aitist paused for one moment to 
wonder what great lady or what bald- 
headed old king would blush to see a 
maible image of a woman9 And right 
here I want to s>ay a word for that often 
maligned body which is known as 'the 
baldheaded low.' They aie simply men 
who have the couiage of their convic- 
tions They adrniie ait, whether it is in 
pink tights or whether it is in marble or

ing, but they at least show that she had 
her own convictions icgarding what 
w as high ai t and what was not 


It was one of the axioms of this ac- 


tiess' art philosophy that builesque "in 
older to be real chic and saucy" must 
not be handicapped with drapery 
Shakespeare, she pointed out, did not 
hesitate to put woman in tights when 
the occasion demanded it 
The ballet 


has become a tradition of the Euiopean 
stage, and no one now objects to the cos- 
tumes of the paiticipants in it "So, 
after all," said Lydia, ' it's only the way 
you look at things " 


' I alw ays knew," Miss Thompson 


once confessed, ' that I could never play 
Lady Macbeth with great success un- 
less I did it as a burlesque The trouble 
with a gieat many theatrical aspirants 
is that they want to begin at the top at 
once, but it must be remembered that 
the beautiful blond, skipping lightly 
over the stage and acting some charac- 
ter part in builesque, has had to study 
3ust as hard as Miss Laura Keene to be 
able to act with appaient ease " 


Miss Thompson had the habit of call- 


ing Mrs Langtiy, Mrs Leslie Carter 
and Mrs Potter ' five minute ac- 
tresses " This she did because she be- 
lieved these actresses jumped out of so- 
ciety into great parts at once and did 
not reach that degree of sapiency where 
they felt competent to speak of stage 
acting in a dogmatic way by years of 
high kicking and a long suffeung ex- 
penence in minor loles 


The extravagance of the early ad- 


mnation for Mi&s Lydia Thompson may 
be judged from the fact that years ago 
a number of New York politicians—and 
well known politicians, too—presented 
her in a body with a gift of costly clia 
mond earrings and bracelets

Inquire a*, this ofllce.I wk 


James H. Barnum Goes to Barn Dur- 


ing the Night and Carries Out His 


Threa'ts. Feet Hung Only an 


Inch From Floor. 


James H. Barnum, 55 years old, com- 


mitted suicide at Adams and was 
found Sunday morningr. He, had been 
in poor health for some time past and 
wasfeeling very despondent. Twice be- 
fore he threatened to do away with 
himself. Once he went -to a barn in 
the rear of his house and said he had 
a mind to cut his throat with a razor 
and another time he tied a rope to a 
beam and said he would hang himsc-lf. 
He xinderwent a couple of operations / 
for his health at the House of Mercy 
in Pittsfield but received no benefit 
and it is believed he suffered a good 
deal. 


For a week past Mr. Barnum is 


thought to have made up his mind to 
end his life. He talked with his daugh- 
ter in Adams and asked her if she could 
not board his youngest son, William, 
and look out for him. 


Saturday night Mr. Barnum told his 


mother-in-law to sleep with his wife 
and he would sleep.upstairs. His wife 
had not been feeling well. He said he 
had not slept for a couple of nights and 
thought if he went up stairs he could 
get a good night's rest. He said good 
night to his wife at 10 o'clock. 


That was the last-seen of him until 


his son William, 18 years old came 
home Sunday morning, after staying 
at his sister's, Mrs. J. K. Ferguson's 
on Prospect street, over night. 
He 


got home about 8.20 o'clock and went 
up to find his father. He was not in 
bed and so the son went to the barn. 
There he found his father hanging 
dead. 


Whether the man hung himself Sat- 


urday night or Sunday morning is not 
known. He tied a hemp string such as 
is used in tieing 
express 
bundles, 


around a beam, then in a hard knot 
around his neck. It is believed he then 
stepped off a work bench and let him- 
self down by swinging from a beam. 
His arms were at his side and there 
were no signs of his having struggled 
He had on slippers atja tb^y wvo still 
on his feet. His fe^t were not more 
than an inch from the barn, floor. 


The body was cut down, after being 


viewed by Medical Examiner 
O. J. 


Brown of this city. .Jt was clear that 
Mr. Barnum had hung himself. 


Mr. Barnum was born in, Lee aivl hnd 


lived in'Adams about 35 years. K<: * ns 
an engineer and had worked at Adams 
Bros. Manufacturing company's and 
the L. L,. Brown Paper company's mills. 
He was at one time a. special officer 
at Maple Grove. He was also a .mem- 
ber of George E. Sayles .post, G. A. K., 
and had served in Company L of the 
Third Massachusetts cavalry in the 
civil war. He was married twice, his 
first wife having diejl a. year ago. 


He leaves two daughters, Mrs. Mary 


McAllister of Cheshire and Mrs. James 
K. Ferguson, of Adams.-Also three sons, 
Charles, Ernest and William of Adams. 
Two sisters, Mrs. F. O. Andrews - of 
Pittsfield and Mrs. Mary Whittaker of 
Afton, N. Y. 


The funeral will be held from the 


house on Grove street, Tuesday after- 
noon at 2:30 o'clock. 


This is the second suicide within a 


month at Adams.

It vas a Williams day all around 


Saturday. Williams athletes won the 
first triangular athletic meet at Am- 
herst by an unexpectedly large score, 
the Williams baseball team defeated 
Union at Schenectady, and the Wil- 
liams freshmen baat the Amherst fresh- 
men at baseball in their annual game 
on Weston field.
